Ruin Faced Farmers 
Huge piles of unsold farm prod­ 
uct* beat the prices down until 
wheat was 30 cents a bushel ($2.50 
during the w ar). It can't be raised 
for that. Farm ers were losing out, 
up to the ears In debt, their farms 
•lipping away. 
During th* World war. at least 
40,000,000 acres of new farm land 
were plowed to help feed the fight­ 
ing nations. 
After the war those 
nations raised their own crops. W’e 
couldn't sell ours. The crops piled 
up, knocked prices down. 
The Agricultural Adjustment Ad­ 
ministration was created to do two 
things: Raise the amount which 
farmers got for their crops; and 
do It so they wouldn't Just turn 
around and raise more to cash in 
on Jie higher prices. 
Allotment Plan Starts 
The “domestic allotment” 
plan 
was formed. It provided that farm ­ 
ers raising basic crops, such as 
wheat, cotton, tobacco, aud corn, 
could sign an agreement if they 
wanted to. 
More than 8,000,000 of 
them did. 
The agreement* varied for dif­ 
ferent crops, but the general Idea 
wa* this. Every farm er agrees lo 
reduc* the 
number of acre* lie 
plant*. The government pays him 
lo cash for this, to prevent his 
losing by pluming lesn. Ha also 
stands to gain by increased prices 
for what he does raise 
To raise the money, the govern­ 
ment aet* a “processing tax.” That 
is paid by the man who first ' pro­ 
cesses” the crop 
(grinds 
wheat, 
gins cotton). 
The government col­ 
lects this tax and pays it to the 
farm ers for reducing acreage, The 
“processor" adds It to the price of 
the product. 
Parity 
Pries Results 
The amount of the tax varies it 
is supposed to make up the differ­ 
ence between tile actual market 
price of. «ay, wheat, and the price 
it ought to be, so that the farmer s 
bushel of wheat will buy as much 
city goods as it used to. 
(Farity 
price, or price in 
proportion to 
prices of other things )

quiet and peace of the house will 
have their effect on his nerves and 
he will rest although he doe* not 
sleep.

Don't call him but go 
after him, let him know you are 
coming, and give bim tim e to a c ­ 
cept tile idea of stopping.

him have another 
period 
of 
quiet, this tim e lying on his bed 
or the couch, if you can m anage 
that. 
I say if you can because It I# 
no easy m atter to m anage such a 
child, 
it takes understanding and 
skill and time. 
Even then he will 
som etim es 
defeat 
your

But keep on trying to reduce his 
fatigue.
